A possible $7,800 allocation 
for the Faculty Evaluations 
Program (FEP) will be an 
item for consideration on the 
agenda at an upcoming CSUS 
Foundation Board of Gover- 
nors meeting on Dec. 19. 

Last year the FEP was 
funded partially by the univer- 
sity ($1,500), the Associated 
Students, Inc. ($1,500), and the 
CSUS Foundation ($6,000), in 
addition to the Hornet Foun- 
dation which assumed the cost 
of printing Added Dimensions, 
the faculty evaluations course 
guidebook. 

David Shell, whose job as 
director of the FEP and part- 
time instructor may have 
been incompatible last year, is 
receiving 12 units teaching 
credit this semester for 
instructing nine, and possibly 
less, lab sections of the “‘In- 
troduction to College Ad- 
vising’’ class (Inter- 
disciplinary 190A and 190B). 

According to Algard 
Whiteney, director of the 
Student Advising Center and 
Shell's immediate supervisor, 
Shell is receiving 12 units 
teaching credit. Whitney said 
that there were 24 teaching 
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units to divide between four 
staff members, and Shell 
recieved half of them. 

The other three members of 

the staff; Anne Judd, Cliff 
Grady, and Lillian Turner, are 
each receiving four units 
credit for teaching four sec- 
tions of ID 190 and 190B. 
_ Floyd Mullinix, associate 
vice president for academic 
affairs, said that his records 
indicate that Shell is employed 
by the university this 
semester for 12 units teaching 
credit in ID 190A and 190B. 

John Gillespie, director of 
acadamic services, said there 
are 22 sections of ID 190A and 
190B being offered this 
semester. He said Shell is 
teaching 11 sections of ID 190A 
and 190B, but added that his in- 
formation was not a finalized 
document. 

According to inside 
sources, Shell is only res- 
ponsible for nine sections of 
the class and not 11.These 
sources said Shell was given 12 
units teaching credit 
primarily because he hadn‘t 
received any monies from the 
CSUS Foundation for his job 
as director of faculty 
evaluations. 

However, Whitney said that 
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there were so such con- 
siderations when the decision 
was made to give Shell 12 
units. 

In related developments: 

—Stan Pretzer, CSUS 
business manager, said that 
recommendations for hiring 
a private auditing firm to 
audit the ‘‘off campus” 
private bank account opened 
by Shell and disposition of any 
subsequent findings if any, by 
the firm were ‘‘pending with 
President (James) Bond.”’ 

—Larry Bliss, executive 
director of the ASI business of- 
fice, said his office had only 
recieved “monies for three 
ads’’ in response to how much 
advertising revenues received 
last year by the ASI business 
office. He added that he was 
unsure of the exact amount the 
three ads totaled. Bliss said 
his office has received no ad 
revenues for 1974-75. / total of 
28 ads appeared in the 1973-74 
Added Dimensions 
publication ‘‘better not be’’ in 
a private account.

Consumer advocate Roy 
Alper spoke to a half-filled 

US Musci_ recital hall 
yesterday and_ said _ that 
citizens in American must 
take control of their 
institutions. 

Alper, a coordinator with 
the Nader-affiliated Califor- 
nia Citizens Action Group, told 
students “You have to be 
vigilant at all times. Just 
because somebody tells you 
that there is an oil shortage 
doesn’t mean it is true.”’ 





Alper’s hour-long talk 
focused on the theme it was 
really up to the citizens of the 
United States to police in- 
dustry because it was obvious 
that the government could not 
do it. 

He said that the 
government, for example, 
helps the drug industry by not 
allowing them to advertise 
prices.

Alper exhorts 
Students to vigilance 


“The only way to find out,” 
Alper said, “is to get together 
with other citizens and do 
research.”’ 

Alper spoke briefly on the 
“Energy crisis,’ especially 
relating to the power of the oil 
companies. He said that oil 
companies are now getting in- 
volved in other industries, 
such as nuclear energy and 
food production. 

“65 percent of the uranium 
in this country is being con- 
trolled by the oil companies,” 
he said. “‘It was the oil com- 
panies that decided we would 
go to nuclear power and that is 
why weare.” 

Concerning food produc- 
tion. Alper said “When you 
look at food pricing. you find 
that the free-enterprise 
system has been abolished." 

He also said that the free- 
enterprize system has come to 
mean “any enterprise has the 
right to trample on _ con- 
sumers.” 

“We're heading toward 
corporate control of agri- 
business very quickly,’ he 
said. “AND NOW IS THE 
TIME TO DO SOMETHING 
ABOUT IT—through citizen 
action.” 

Finally, Alper warned that 
there would surely be another 
‘gas shortage” in the next two 
months and rationing could 
possibly occur. He said any 
persons interested in resear- 
ching the oil companies and 
the ‘‘gas shortage’ should 
contact his Citizens Action 
Group and possibly a team 
could be started. 

“But its up to 
citizens.”’ he said, 
out.”

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Changes possible for Child Care

There may still be hope for 
many parent-students who are 
ineligible for CSUS's Child 
Day Care Center 

According to Ann Dodson, 
Directorof the ChildCare 
Center, new legislation § is 
beingconsidered by both 
Houses of Congress which 
would allow many more 
students to take advantage of 
CSUS Child Care services. 
Under these proposed pians, 
day care and other servicee 
could be funded by state 
organizations on _ which 
eligibility would be based on 
income rather than on welfare 
reception 

“Currently.’’ says Dodson, 
‘a student who submits an ap- 
plication to receive child care 
services must be either on 
wellare, or potentially eligible 
for weifare. However. these 
regulations are unfair to many 
parent-students who have a 
low income but cannot qualify 
for welfare because they are 
going to college.”’ 

“Tf the new bills (S-4082 and 
HR 17045) can pass it will end a 


two yeur old controversy 
about social service 
regulations, and would im- 


plement a program which 
would raise eligibility in many 
States,’’ she said 

Dodson says that action on 
these proposals will probably 
be taken in mid-1975 

Another supporter for the 
new bill is the California 
Education Department. Don 
Reed, administrator for the 
North Field Services Team 
says that the education 
departme t_ strongly 
recommends the swift pas- 
Sage of these bills. 

“It is a positive step for im- 
proving services to margin-in- 
come families,’’ he said.

The passage of these bills

“American Minorities: The 
Justice Issue’’ a_ textbook 
written by four CSUS Criminal 
Justice faculty members has 
been published this month by 
Prentice Hali, Inc. of New 
Jersey 

Two full-time faculty 
members, Elton Long, J.D 
and Paul B. Weston along with 
co-authors James Long, J.D., 
a lecturer here, and Wilmer 
Leon, a consultant in 
intergroup relations with the 
State Department of 
Education have spent more 
than wo years of research and 
Study for the book. It is a 
contemporary examination of 
racial inequality in the justice 
system and the struggle to 
political and civil 
rights for minorities.

Anthology of stories not all bad 


Different: An Anthology of 
Homosexual Short Stories. 
Stephen Wright, editor. Ban- 
tam paperback. 394 pages. 
$1.95. Reviewed by James K 
Graham. 


This collection of 24 short 
stories with homosexual 
themes is rather a mixed bag 
Stephen Wright, the editor 
saysin his introduction that he 
has chosen “the best written 
or the most entertaining 
from “virtually every known 
story of substance published 
on homophile themes since 
1900—and some even prior to 
that date.” and that he offers 
the reader ‘various types of 
stories about homosexuals.”’ 

And indeed there is variety 
in this anthology: — stories 


about hustlers, about cruising, 
parents: 
painful 


humorous 
Stories: 


about 
stories, 


polished subtlety and semi- 
pornography. And, too, the 
writing ts good. on a much 
higher level thatn the fiction 
published, for example, in 
Vector or Gay Sunshine. But 
surely it is a serious om- 
mission to have nothing by 
EM. Forster, from The Life to 
Come, or by Graham Greene 
from May We Borrow Your 
Husband? 


The one’ immediately 
dispensable part of the book is 
Wright's introduction. It adds

nothing to our understanding 
of the stories and says nothing 
of significance about the place 
and unique circumstances of 
the homosexual writer in 
contemporary society. The 
publishing of gay fiction has 
long been, to a large extent, a 
political act, like it or not, for 
individual authors. So too is 
this anthology, though its im- 
pact is greatly lessened by the 
editor's total disregard of the 
authors’ inevitable personal. 
political actions and of the 
political implications of 
publishing a_ seriously- 
conceived and intended collec- 
tion of gay stories 


In the past, practically the 
only course open to gay 
authors was to conceal their 
sexual preferences in every 
facet of their lives that was 
open to public scrutiny. Thus 
we have the exquisitely sub- 


tilized relationship between 
Morgan Moreen and his tutor 
in Henry James’ novella The 
Pupil. Those who did write gay 
fiction either suppressed it, as 
did Forster. or published it 
anonymously in underground 
editions, as in the case of 
Teleny (1893), attributed to 
Oscar Wilde 

Teleny is alleged to be the 
lirst English homoerotic 
novel. It is a curious Victorian 
mixture ol perfumed roman- 
ticism and vivid explicitness,

and along with The Priest and 
the Acolyte by John Francis 
Bloxam (1894; erroneously at- 
tributed to Wilde) and Tim by 
Howard Sturgis (1891), is 
probably the least effective of 
the selections in this volume 
The coyness of the style no 
longer passes for good 
writing, nor does it succeed as 
camp. 


Of the other, more modern 
stories in this collection, those 
I found best were Lonnie 
Coleman's The Theban War- 
riors, Stanley Kauffmann’s 
Fulvous Yellow, and James 
Blake's Day of the Alligator. 
These authors dramatize a 
serious situation without 
wallowing in melodrama or 


scaling cosmic heights. They ° 


inform their fiction with a 
sense of the proportions of real 
life. presenting human events 


and with a touch of humor that 
is more in the point of view 
than in the presentation 


Consider, too, that of the 24 
stories in Different, only one 
Paul’s Mistress by Guy 
deMaupassant, deals with a 
Lesbian relationship, and that 
in an unpleasant and 
stereotypical way. The story 
is really concerned with a 
man’s anguish when he dis- 
covers that his mistress loves 
another woman: there is no 
exploration of the women’s 
point of view 

Still. I do not wish to leave 
the impression that Different 
is not a worthwhile book 
Flawed though it is. this an- 
thology is important for being 
the first of its kind, for br 
inging together many good 
stories, for being readily ob- 
tainable. Like many pioneer 
ing works, it makes the mis 
takes from which others can 
profit. Different should be 
welcomed for its ac-

Santana album is disappointing 


The newest album by Sar- 
tana entitled Berboletta is not 
quite as good on the first listen 
as Welcome was. It is more 
complicated, and represents 
Santana's continued immer- 
sion into the Jazz realm 

There are two supreme 
guitarists in the world today 
The first name most people 
would mention is Mahavishnu 
John McLaughlin, who plays 


rapid-fire stunning guitar 
which makes one wonder if 
he’s always in control of what 
he plays. The best guitarist is 
Carlos Santana whose melodic 
riffs with his Fender 
Stratocastor produces an un- 
paralleled mellow softness. 
The record starts out with 
Sprisig Manifestations, an er- 
ne rhythm piece featuring 
super percussionist Airto 


Hydra imitates Allmans

Hydra is a hard-rock, coun- 
try-boogie group from the 
south. They are on the Allman 
Brother's Capricorn record 
label, so you know they must 
have something to them. But a 
record label and influential 
friends are not enough to save 
this bunch of talentless 
cowboys. 

When you first start listen- 
ing to them. there is a vague 
resemblance to the Allmans: 
but the rhythm, the vocals, the 
instrumentation is just not 
there. The lead guitarist, 
Spencer Kirkpatrick, sounds 
like Dicky Betts playing with 
his left hand, and Kirkpatrick 
is the most talented member 
of the group. 

The bass work by Orville 
Davis is just Thump dump-a- 
thump rhythm, like something 
out of a 1957 Presley hit. Lead 
vocalist, Wayne Bruce has a 
voice which is certainly un- 
characteristic of anyone else 
in the music world: but 
difference alone is not enough. 

There are two decent songs 
on the entire album, and 
neither of them were written 
by anyone in the group. 

Feel A Pain is a slow blues 
piece which shows that 
Kirkpatrick does have 
something to play. He weaves 
carefully around Davis’ bass 
lines as the song builds up, 
then slows down and finally 
screeches out an ending. 


Warp 16 is good only 
because of the organ work of a 
guest artist. The instrumen- 
tation by the regular band 
members is still bad, but the 
organ forms a sort of counter 
melody to the general sound. 
and the combination is 
unusual. 

The other songs on the 
album are composed by Bruce 
and Kirkpatrick. 

Some of the best music in 
the world has originated from 
the- American south. But 
Hydra is a peor example. 
There doesn't seem to be 
anything they do to give 
themselves a good sound. [t's 
not that they don’t work well 
together as a group, they 
should pray that their problem 
is so simple. What they have is 
a severe case of that condition 
which afflicts a lot of well- 
known, popular 
musicians—lack of talent. 

Hydra tries to immitate the 
Allmans, adding a rougher, 
harder edgé. Vocalist Bruce 
comes off sounding like 
Johnny Winter: but the 
sleepy, pained touch he adds is 
reminicent of Gregg Allman. 
Kirkpatrick will never sound 
like Betts, even though the 
rhythm and syncopation is 
there. 

It's groups like Hydra 
which make it hard for really 
talented people from entering 
the music world. They ought to 
quickly move over and let 
some musicians step in. 
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Moreira and his wife Flora 
Purim. This puts the listener 
into a hypnotic state. Canto de 
las Flores gently drifts in with 
Tom Coster on electric piano 
The slow, gentle pace con- 
tinues as Coster never over- 
plays his instrument 

Life Is Anew introduces 
Leon Patillo on vocals, with 
Santana filling in the gaps 
with some perfect rhythm pic- 
king. 

Give And Take is a soul- 
oriented piece, which never 
really takes off 

Patillo shows some 
instrumental talent on electric 
piano on One With The Sun. 
This is a beautifully melodic 
song with none of the com- 
plicated musical dissonance. 

Aspirations is one of the 
cornerstone pieces on. the 
album. It features Jules 
Broussard on soprano sax- 
ophone, who weaves a supurb 
Stocato pattern around the 
rhythm section. Broussard 
also shines on Here And Now 
along with Santana's guitar 
work 

Practice What You Preach 
is another of the truly great 
cuts on the album. Santana 
dominates for the first time on 
the song. It is followed by a 
weaker straight-song piece 
called Mirage. 

Flor de Canela contains 
some tremendous rhythm 
work by Airto, who maintains 
a continuous, machine-gun 
beat on tablas and congas. 

The last song is Promise of 
A Fisherman by Dorival 
Caymmi. I expected this one 
to be the Flame-Sky of the 
album, with Santana tearing 
away on a long solo but I was 
disappointed. Still, the 
instrumentation is super. 

Tom Coster seems to miss 
the organ accompaniment of 
Richard Kermode; and Leon 
Thomas certainly has a better 
voice than Leon Patillo. But 
the biggest weakness of the 
album is the lack of presence 
by Carlos Santana. 

Some have said that San- 
tana hogs the limelight from 
the rest of his band, which is 
one of the most superb in the 
world. But that’s what I was 
looking for in this a!bum. I ex- 
pected to hear Santana take 
off on some long, involved 
solos, with the rest of the band 
providing their ownstrengths. 
He doesn’t have to dominate 
the whole thing. But, his 
superb guitar work could 
stand a little more exposure.
